Allies Tell Enemy to 
Hold Election Under 
Watch.

They demand the eleo- 
tion of a national assembly under the 
supervision of allied troops. 

A Havas dispatch from Paris quotes 
the Temps as saying that the allies 
will send certain war material and 
equipment to Roumania for use 
against the Hungarian soviet rule. 

Looting in Budapest. 

PARIS, March 29.—[By the 
ated Press.]}—The American commis- 
sion received indirectly tonight a dis- 
patch from Budapest reporting sefMious 
disorders there, with the looting of 
shops, the confiscation of personal : 
property, and the seizure of much sil- 
ver plate belonging to the wealthier 
classes. 

All work in Budapest has been 
stopped and the government is taking 
an inventory of shops, banks, and 
factories. All property, real and per- 
sonal, has been sequestrated. Houses 
have been seized by the state, arms 
requisitioned, and numerous promi- 
nent persons arrested. 

American Is Safe. 

In addition to the Italian and Brit- 
ish representatives Prof. Philip Brown 
of Princeton university, representing 
the United States, remains in Buda- 
pest. It is announced that he will be 
treated with courtesy and allowed to 
send messages to Vienna. 

Premier Lenine of the Russian so- 
viet government has sent to the Hun- 
garian constitutional commission a 
draft of a proposed constitution for 
Hungary, according to a Vienna dis- 
patch transmitted by the Zurich cor- 
respondent of L’Information. 

Serbia Sends Flotilla. 

LONDON, March 29.—A Belgrade 
dispatch, coming by way of Basle, 
says a,»Serbian flotilla is steaming up 
the Danube toward Budapest. 

Foreign Minister Bela Kun has is- 
sued a decree extending the protec- 
tion of the “Hungarian soviet repub- 
lic” to the foreign military missions 
in Budapest, a Hungarian wireless dis- 
patch received here today says. The 
missions will be permitted to fly the 
flags of their respective countries over 
their headquarters. 

Rall Strike Is Ended. 

COPENHAGEN, March 29.—The rail- 
way strike in German-Austria has been 
settled, a report from Vienna says. A 
strike of railway workers in German- 
Austria was called later Wednesday. 
A dispatch from Vienna Friday indi- 
cated that the strike was partly in 
sympathy with the Hungarian revolu- 
tion. The men on the Southern rail- 
road walked out Wednesday, and the 
cessation of traffic threatened a serious 
food situation in Vienna. 

Ukrainians at Budapest Freed. 

BERNE, March 29.—[By the Asso 
ciated Press.]—The Hungarian gov- 
ernment has released members of 
the Ukrainian mission arrested at Bu- 
dapest, restored property belonging to 
the mission valued at 1,000,000 crowns 
($203,000), and made an apology to

Forced to Accept Dictation. 

Heretofore the allies have main. 
tained that Danzig is the only route 
by which the troops might be sent to 
Poland; .now the Germans calmly an- 
nounce they can go by any of four 
other routes, and the allies are placed 
in the position of being forced to ac- 
cept a defeated enemy’s dictated ulti- 
matum, 

Thirty ships, averaging 5,000 tons 
each and drawing eighteen feet, are 
being raked together to transport the 
Polish troops, as the deep channels of 
Danzig, Koenigsberg, and Stettin still 
are mined and only shallow side chan- 
nels are open.

| NO ARMISTICE BREACH 


PARIS, March 29.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]—President Wilson and 
the premiers, constituting the council 
of four, gave Marshal Foch instruc- 
tions today regarding the situation at 
Danzig, where the Germans have re- 
fused to permit the landing of Polish 
troops. 

The nature of the instructions will 
probably not be revealed until they are 
made known in Germany. 

The military situation at Danzig is 
explained by military experts attached 
to the peace commission in a different 
manner from the explanation given in 
dispatches from Berlin. 

Hope to Avoid Breach. — 

It is said that the German purpose 

appears to be to direct the movement 
of these troops so as to avoid unneces- 
sary chance of friction or hostile col- 
lisions with the German populace in 
the region to be traversed. Therefore, 
while Danzig was named in the armis- 
tice as the port of debarkation best 
adapted for the purpose, it is regarded 
by the military authorities as only 
proper that the entente commanders 
should consider any proposition by the 
German authorities looking to the use 
of other German ports as a violation of 
the armistice. 
So far as is known nothing in the na- 
ture of an ultimatum has been deliv- 
ered and it is believed that the issue 
will be settled satisfactorily without a 
breach. 

One source of delay has been found 
in the failure to secure quickly the 
shipping necessary to convey the Pol- 
ish legions to the German port of de- 
barkation. It will require thirty ships 
of 6,000 tons each and two months’ 
time to complete the movement, and 
negotiations have not been completed 
for furnishing this large amount of 
transport.

WILD SCENES 


NEARS FINISH 


Candidates AllClaim 


Victory; Chaos 
Reigns.

The scrambled mayoralty battle 
passed through a wild, frenzied, and 
spectacular stage yesterday. Down- 
town Chicago stood on its head, ran 
around in circles, got mixed up in a 
dozen clashes, tore down lithographs 
and smashed banners, paraded, yelled. 
swamped the betting places, and went 
mad. 

In a whirlwind, wild west, knock-’em. 
dead finish for the Saturday before the 
balloting, the major candidates dashed 
over the city in big limousines, plead- 
ing, promising, haranguing, each put- 
ting forth the supreme despefgate effort 
to get the “psych” to the estimated 
200,000 voters still on the fence and 
waiting for some occult spirit to come 
along and tel] them whether Hoyne 
or Sweitzer stands the better chance 

defeaiing- Chompson. 
How! Down Mayor’s Men. 

Fighting between Sweitzer and 
Thompson partisans began in the loop 
district at noon and continued unti! 
midnight. The city hall had an extra 
foree of policemen scattered through- 
out the downtown district to protect 
their wagons, but many of them ran 
afoul of the anti-Thompgon throngs 
that turned the main thoroughfares 
into a wild bedlam. 

An added protection for Thompson. 
wagons was the placing of young wom. 
en aboard, and they were not seriously 
molested. But the spellbinders had 
a tough time of it. One man started 
to make a speech at noon from one of 
the big trucks, and at 6 o'clock at night 
he was still trying to earn his stipend. 
But as far as he got in the six hours 
was “ Fellow citizens.” One crowd had 
a picture of Mayor Thompson with a 
mustache painted on it to resemble 
the kaiser. Wherever he drew up at 
the curb the crowd was there with the 
picture and insisted on sticking it tn his 
face. 

The Thompson partisans managed, 
however, to litter the downtown streets 
with pamphlets, representing “ your 
mayor ” as the only fighting giant that 
stood between the downtrodden popv- 
lace and the traction barons. 

Center on Coliseum. 

The city hall forces centered their 
entire strength on the Coliseum meet 
ing at night, at which the mayor de. 
voted himself almost entirely to an at. 
tack on the newspapers and an appea! 
to support the Republican ticket as a 
starter for the national campaign next 
year. 

The long-heralded parade was a 
flivver, due to the bad blood engendered 
throughout the day by the street 
clashes. But the Coliseum was filled 
and the final blast was set off. 

Hoyne and Sweitzer continued their 
wild rides over the outlying wards at 
night, holding half a dozen meetings 
each and getting in their last appeals 
to the voters. 

Fitzpatrick, the new Labor party 
candidate, also made the supreme ef. 
fort. Bands of his men flocked to the 
loop d helped make life miserable 
for any one who attempted to make 
a curbstone speech. Many of them 
also had the “-vote no” stickers fur- 
nished by the wet forces, and they 
plastered them on everything and 
everybody they could. 

All Claim Victory. 

When the tumult subsided at mid. 
night for a few hours all four major 
camps were claiming victory on Tues- 
day, despite the fact it is April Foo! 
day.

PROHIBITION 


Sees Risk “of Fomenting 
Class Hatred” in Law 
Regulating Habit. 


Views of Archbishop Mundelein on 
the “wet” and “dry” question to bé 
decided by Chicago voters Tuesday are 
expressed in a statement he issued 
yesterday through the Very Rev. Den- 
nis J. Dunne, seeretary of the chancery 
of the archdiocese. “The American 
people themselves should be permitted 
to decide what they want when it is a 
question of any change in the consti- 
tution and when the change is made let 
every one abide by it,” the statement 


says. It follows in full: 

“His grace has always refused to 
give any direct expression of opinion 
on a national prohibition, amendment, 
it being, as he thinks, a question for 
each person to decide, and he did not | 
wish to influence any person's views. 
He feels that there are plenty of good 
men differing on the question and he 
does not class as cranks and bigots 
those who have come out in favor of 
it any more than he would dare call 
drunkards those who oppose it. 


Question for People. 

“He has constantly maintained that 
it is a question the people themselves 
must decide and the churches should 
not be used to influence them one way 
or the other. 

“This is the age of democracy and 
it has always been his boast that we 
are living in the most democratio 
country in the world, in which the 
poor man, the uneducated, the foreign 
born citizen, has an equal right with 
the rich man, the university gradu- 
ate, and the children of the old set- 
tlers to decide every question that af- 
fects his liberties as a citizen.

“But now the great emergency hag 
passed and speaking simply for him- 
self he feels that the American people 
themselves should be permitted to de- 
cide what they want when it is a 
uestion of any change in the con- 
stitution and when the change is made 
let everyone abide by it. He feels that 
the American people form the safest, 
sanest tribunal in the world.”

One last shot was fired by the “dry” 
forces at the efforts of the “ wets” to 
secure an expression of opinion Tues- 
day from Chicago voters against pro 
hibition.

Unfair to Traction Investors. 

The annual report of the Chicago Sur- 
face lines, issued a few days ago, proves 
beyond doubt that one of the two large 
operating companies is facing bank- 
ruptcy, the other one is earning practi- 
cally nothing for its stockholders, and a 
holding company is in a dangerous posi- 
tion. 

The report covers a period of six 
months before the big advance in wages 
ordered by the war board and six months 
after that advance took effect. The re- 
sults are evidently an average of the two 
periods. Present net earnings must be 
about az much lower than those shown in 
the report, as the latter are lower than 
those of the preceding year. 

In the last year the lines earned one- 
third less than in the year before. The 
Chicago City railway’s share of the re- 
ceipts is barely 5 per cent on its capital 
valuation.

shown in the Jenny frock at the right of this page. Some 


waist lines are perfectly normal. Others are rather long and 
have the bodice bloused in, cither all the way round or just 
at the back. 

As to sleeves, they range ‘from the tiny cap which looks 
as if it had just aighted for a moment on the top of the arm 
and was going to fly away any second (we ghow this in the 
center frock here) to those of any length. Elbow and three- 
quarter, peasant and tight—all these are represented in the 
Paris League of Sleeves.

If you put on 
your new taffeta frock colored embroideries of cotton you are 
striking the latest chord in the trimming symphony. Such 
effects have been tried by several of the leading French houses. 

The page today is devoted to proving that taffeta suits go 
with any hour from 11 in the morning to 11 at night. At the 
left is a model from Martial et Armand. This is a gray 
taffeta evening frock trimmed with silver beads and with 
pompons: of French blue ostrich, each ,of which has a center 
of jet. 
A word right here about this. Does the sly ostrich think 
to hide his head this year? Deluded bird! The Paris de- 
signers have turned the calcium upon him, ‘and ostrich, to- 
gether with jet, is not only trimming—it’s brimming. And, O, 
by the way, everybody ought to see one of Jenny’s new 
evening capes! It’s gold brocade with whiffs of gold lace and 
ostrich rosettes of green. Perfectly lovely! 

This frock of Martial et Armand’s shows the ever pop- 
ular crossed front and it also elucidates the whimsical tunics 
of today. Observe, for instance, how the one side gets a 
little wave-like motion from bunching up tha material at the 
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side! This dress, like so many of the newest decollettes, has 


a rather deep V in the back. 


In the center comes a Paquin restaurant frock of black 
taffeta embroidered in silver. This has the mere symptom 
of sleeve of which we have spoken and it illustrates forcibly 
the mew round neck line which most of the Paris autocrats 
are using. The sash is featured extensively this spring and 
here we find it balancing the jaunty, frilly front tunic. 

lf you look at the last taffeta—one from Jenny’s own 
taffeteria—you will see a treatment of this salmon pink taffeta 
which makes it distinctively a present day model. Here we 
have the sloping shoulder line used particularly by Jenny and 
by Lanvin and the sleeves which form a sort of cape effect in 
the back are among the most striking which Jenny has used 
this season. The dipping line of the waist in the back is an- 
other favored trick of this spring’s gowns. This dress is 
trimmed with the gold lace which is so much liked just now 
and it has the tassels of which Jenny is always so fond.

* PRUNING FRUIT TREES AND 
SMALL FRUITS. 


improve its quality, pruning, 
spraying, and fertilizing are abso- 
lutely necessary. Without prop- 

er pruning the plant exhausts itself in 
lthe production of wood; without spray- 
‘ing it falls a prey to disease and insect 
pests; without fertilizing it lacks vigor 
to resist its enemies and to suppiy the 


| fruiting demands placed on it. 


Fruit trees should be pruned. dor- 
mant, that is, whenever the weather 
permits between Christmas and the 
first flow of sap in spring, the stone 
fruits preferably toward spring. 
| Young trees should be “hearted in” 
to develop five principal branches, with 


at the same height. This eliminated 
weakening crotches. Ifa tree has been 
‘neglected, bears but little fruit and 
| that of inferior quality, a radical reduc 
tion of wood is necessary that the sap 
‘formerly needed to sustain an excess 
| of wood, foliage, and blossoms may be 
available for more and better fruit. 
This must be done gradually during 
two or three successive years. 

Once a proper form is established, 
preferably open top to admit sun and 
air and to facilitate picking, fruit trees 
gshoulé have a general overhauling 
every two or three years. Remove the 
dead wood, branches. which overhang 
ethers that extend from the parent limb 
immediately below and parallel, 
branches which cross others at awk- 
avard or interféring angles, limbs which 
endanger the tree by throwing it out 
of balance, and suckers direct from 
! the trunk or heavy limb. 

Any branch or limb removed must be 


‘eut off flush with the next larger limb 
‘or stem. If a stub is left, the bark 
cannot heal over it and it acts as the 
starting point for inner decay of the 
entire tree. Whether or not to coat 


|iarge wounds is a disputed question 


with successful orchardists on both 
sides of the controversy. If large cuts 
are painted over, use only white lead, 
each coat being permitted to dry before 
the next is applied. 

In the case of apples and pezrs, ex- 
cess fruit may be removed for the bet- 


ter development of the remainder.

no two branching from the main stem 


uld be pruned as the 
foregoing, in addition the young wood 
of eighteen inches or more may be re- 
duced in length by about one-third. 

The bramble fruits are blackberrieq, 
raspberries, dewberries, loganberries, 
and their variations and hybrids. They 
will bear fruit this year on the new 
canes of last year, and alder or 
younger wood competing with those for 
existence wij] only serve to reduce both 
the quality and quantity of frult. 

If they were not duly pruned imme- 
diately after fruiting last year, this 
should now be done without loss of 
time. Cut out at the bottom all old 
canes that have borne fruit and reduce 
the number of one year old canes to 
five or six—not’ over eight—in each 
cluster. Reduce the length of the lat- 
erals or side shoots to between twelve 
and twenty inches, depending on the 
position of the fruit in the species and 
variety. 

Red and white currants will bear 
fruit this year on spurs which will 
start this spring from wood grown 
last year and the year previous. 

If pruning was not duly attended to 
after the first heavy frost last autumn, 
it may still be done before the buds 
break this spring. Cut out all stems 
over threc years old and enough of the 
younger to leave not more than six or 
elght main stems. Leave enough 
younger stems coming each year to re- 
place the old and spent, letting them 
bear two years. 


Black currants bear fruit almost en- | 
tirely on previous year’s wood, and 
renewal must therefore be more fre- | 


“quent than for the red and white. 
Gooseberries bear fruit on the wood 

of the previous year and on the spurs 

of older wood, Cut out at the base all 


branches that have borne fruit for two | # 


years, all branches which touch the 
ground, and all young shoots not re- 
quired to make a total of five or six 
bearing branches. Head in the spurs 
of older branches where necessary to 
admit light, sun, and air, and to fa- 
cilitate nicking. If the work was not 
Gone last autumn it may still be done 
now before the buds break. .

YOUR BOOKS. 

T is only in the house of space and 
grandeur that the drawing room 
survives. We wonder if, after all, 
this formality will not be swept 

awayjalong with kings and queens and 
royal'knaves. Certainly, in the com- 
position of many charming homes, the 
drawing room is conspicuous for its ab- 
sence. 

It is into that austere atmosphere 
that our |casual friends are ushered;

The sketch today shows how built-in 
book shelves can be arranged. There 
are as many different variations as 
there are rooms of different shapes 
and sizes. There is quite a passion now 
for built-in furniture. Window seats 
are elaborated into big, comfortable, 
couchlike affairs that dispense with the 
davenport. Dressing tables are con- 
structed between windows of the bed- 
room, and little decorative, built-in 
closets for talking machines are found 
convenient. But of all built-in acces- 
sories, the bookcase works out the 


most satisfactorily. 

Every odd bit of wall space can be 
utilized if one desires, and the book fan 
will tell you there are never enough 
book shelves in which to house and 
lodge = his treasures. Certainly the 
open shelves are the most dignified, 
and certai:)'. they are the sum total 
of joy if cr: pens to be a student or 
writer. Il rs and cupboards can 
also be built in, and shelves on which 
the books may rest when opened for 
reference are handy. The tops of the 
cupboards and chests of drawers may 
provide a writing table, or, rather, the 
lapses between such arrangements, 
giving room for the knees and provid- 
ing a comfortable chair space. 

Plenty of book shelves make also 
for order. Nothing causes mor. real 
confusion than books scattered here 
and there, on low table shelves, win- 
dow ledges, and so on. Such a hap- 
hazard method brings to the room an 
appearance of chaos. No really or- 
derly housekeeper could put up with 
such disarray, and as for the book- 
hunter, his shouts for help in the hunt 
will be incessant. Even with the 
best formation ‘/plaris, the book that 
is wanted is always the last one to 
be found. It is best, if open shelves 
are utilized, to have the books classified, 
scientific books in one section, fiction 
in another, reference books in the 
third. We consider this scheme more 
desirable than that of the fastidious 
young woman who places books ac- 
cording to size andcolor. Laura Jean’s 
wildest romiance may have a red bind- 
ing, but is that any reason why she 
should sit beside Shakespeare? No, 
little one, it is not. 

The best formula for book shelf 
building is to first place your movable 
furniture where you desire it with 
due regard for grouping, lighting, 
and all that, and then utilize your 
shelves as fillers. If there is a long 
side wall,“you can put your large writ- 
ing desk in the middle of it. On either 
side build your book shelves, which 
may extend to the ceiling, if you wish, 
or which may be cut off midway so 
as to provide a place for a few special 
ornaments, clock, bronzes, or photo- 
graphs in suitable frames or cases. 
Over the desk itself may be placed a 
double shelf for small, favorite vol- 
umes. This arrangement breaks up 
the long lines and makes a more 
homelike and less officelike ensemble. 
The shelves can be entirely independ. 
ent of the desk. In a city apart- 
ment, where space is at a premium, 
the built-in book houses are of great 
value. 

If wall space is scarce, it is some- 
times possible to place the desk be- 
fore a wide window or group of win-

These small 
library lamps are nice to stand at the 
back or side of the reading chair, and 
they contribute to one’s comfort.

The curtain problem of the living 
room should not be difficult. Thin fab- 
rics are best. Silk tissues, net, mar- 
quisette, and scrim are all good. Have 
plenty of light and sunshine. ,If there 
are over curtains, keep them pulled 
back. Cretonnes, chintzes, and all fig- 
ured materials are not good where 
there are many books, as the bind- 
ings provide a confusion of colors. 
Paneled walls are decorative, and 
should be of soft neutral tone. "Ware 
of many pictures in ornate frames.

Plenty of Food ».'

HERDP’S certainly enough food

Which of them—* Mac,” or “ Bob,” 
or “ Bul,’ or “ Fitz,” or “ Coll.”—looks 
at her with real love in his eye, seeing 
her beauty and worth under her sloven- 
ly habiliments? Isn’t each candidate 
sizing her up with the calculating 
glance of the man marrying for money 
or position? The Lord help the poor 
lass! 


Since marry she must, there’s one 
suitor so patently undesirable that the 
task of the conscientious voter is 
somewhat simplified. This undesirable 
must be beaten. That eliminates one 
candidate and narrows the choice to a 
selection of that one of the remain- 
ing three or four most likely to rout 


Time is short. Backing, equipment, 
machinery all count at the moment 
even more than personality. Remem- 
ber this in making your choice, sisters 
of the ballot.

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HE Monroe doctrine lays down the rule that the 
western hemisphere is not hereafter to be treated as 


powers. It is not international law: but it is a cardinal 
principle of our foreign policy. There is no difficulty at 
the present day in maintaining this doctrine, save where 
the American power whose interest is threatened has 
shown itself in international matters both weak and de- 
linquent. The great and prosperous civilized common- 
wealths, such as the Argentine, Brazil, and Chile, in the 
southern half of South America, have advanced so far 
that they no longer stand in any position of tutelage to- 
ward the United States. They occupy toward us precisely 
the position that Canada occupies. Their friendship is 
the friendship of equals for equals. 
My view was that as regards these nations there was 
no more necessity for asserting the Monroe doctrine than 
there was to assert {t in regard to Canada. They were 
competent to assert it for themselves. Of course if one 
of these nations, or if Canada, should be overcome by 
some old world power, which then proceeded to occupy its 
territory, we would undoubtedly, if the American nation 
needed our help, give it in order to prevent such occupa- 
tion from taking place. But the initiative would come 
from the nation itself, and the United States would merely 
act as a friend whose help was invoked. 
* 

HE case was [and is) widely different as regards 

certain—not all—of the tropical states in the neigh- 

borhood of the Caribbean sea. Where these states 
are stable and prosperous, they stand on a footing of 
absolute equality with all other communities. But some 
of them have been a prey to such continuous revolutionary 
misrule as to have grown impotent either to do their duties 
to outsiders or to enforce their rights against outsiders. 

The United States has not the slightest desire to make 

aggressions on any one of these states. On the contrary, 
it will submit to much from them without showing resent- 
ment. If any great civilized power, Russia or Germany, 
for instance, had behaved toward us as Venezuela under 


‘| Castro behaved, this country would have gone to war at 


once. We did not go to war with Venezuela merely be 
cause our people declined to be irritated by the actions of 
a weak opponent, and showed a forbearance which prob- 
ably went beyond the limits of wisdom in refusing to take 
umbrage at what was done by the weak; although we 
would certainly have resented it had it been done by the 
strong. In the case of two states, however, affairs reached 
such a crisis that we had to act. These two states were 
Santo Domingo and the then owner of the Isthmus of 
Panama, Colombia. 

The Sante Domingan case was the less important; and 
yet it possessed a real importance, and moreover is in- 
structive because the action there taken should serve as 
a precedent for American action in all similar cases. 
During the early years of my administration Santo Do- 
mingo was in fits usual condition of chronic revolution. 
There was always fighting, always plundering; and the 
successful graspers for governmental power were always 


up as guarantees for loans. Of course the foreigners who 
made loans under such conditions demanded exorbitant 
interest, and if they were Duropeans expected their gov- 
ernments to stand by them. So utter was the disorder 
that on one occasion when Admiral Dewey landed to pay 
a call of ceremony on the president, he and his party were 
shot at by revolutionists in crossing the square, and had 
to return to the ships, leaving the call unpaid. There was 
default on the interest due to the creditors; and finally the 
latter insisted upon their governments intervening. Two 
or three of the Buropean powers were endeavoring to 
arrange for concerted action, and I was finally notified 
that these powers intended to take and hold several of 
the seaports which held custom-housea, 

* * 

HIS meant that unless I acted at once I would find 
foreign powers in partial possession of Santo Do- 
mingo; in which event the very individuals who, in 

the actual event deprecated the precaution taken to pre- 
vent such action, would have advocated extreme and 
violent measures to undo the effect of their? own supine 
ness. Nine-tenths of wisdom is to be wise in time, and 
at the right time; and my whole foreign policy was based 
on the exercise of intelligent forethought and of decisive 
action sufficiently far in advance of any likely crisis to 
make it improbable that we would run into serious trouble. 

Santo Domingo had fallen into such chaos that*once for 
some weeks there were two rival governments in it, and a 
revolution was being carriend on against each. At one pe- 
riod one government was at sea in a small gunboat, but 
still stoutly maintained that it was in possession of the 
‘island and entitled to make loans and declare peace or war. 
The situation had become intolerable by the time that I 
interfered. There was a naval commander in the waters 
whom I directed to prevent any fighting which might 


subject to settlement and occupation by old world , 


pawning ports and custom-houses, or trying to put them

menace the custom houses. He carried out his orders, 
both to his and my satisfaction, In thoroughgoing fashion. 
On one occasion, when an insurgent force threatened to 
attack a town in which Americans had interests, he noti- 
fled the commanders on both sides that he would not per- 
mit any fighting in the town, but that he would appoint a 
certain place where they could meet and fight it out, and 
that the victors should have the town. They agreed to 
meet his wishes, the fight came off at the appointed place, - 
and the ,victors, who if I remember rightly were the in- 
surgents, were given the town. 

It was the custom houses that caused the trouble, for 
they offered the only means of raising money, and the 
revolutions were carried on to get possession of them. 
Accordingly I secured an agreemnent with the govern 
mental authorities, who for the moment seemed best able 
to speak for the country, by which these customs houses 
were placed under American control The arrangement 
was that we should keep order and prevent any inter- 
ference with the custom houses or the places where they 
stood, and should collect the revenues. Forty-five per cent 
of the revenue was then turned over to the Santo Domingo 
government, and 65 per cent put in a sinking fund in New 
York for the benefit of the creditors. The arrangement 
worked in capital style On the 45 per cent basis the 
Santo Domingan government received from us a larger 
sum than it had ever received before when nominally all 
the revenue went to it. The creditors were entirely satis 
fied with the arrangement, and no excuse for interference 
by European powers remained. Occasional disturbances 
occurred in the island, of course, but on the whole there 
ensued a degree of peace and prosperity which the island 
had not known before for at least a century. 


LL this was done without the loss of a life, with the 
assent of all the parties in interest, and without sub- 
jecting the United States to any charge, while prac- 

tically all of the interference, after the naval commander 
whom I have mentioned had taken the initial steps in 
preserving order, consisted In putting a first class man 
trained in our insular service at the head of the Santo 
Domingan customs service. We secured peace, we pro- 
tected the people of the islands against foreign foes, and 
we minimized the chance of domestic trouble. We satis- 
fled the creditors and the foreign nations te which the 
creditors belonged; and our own part of the work was done 
with the utmost efficiency and with rigid honesty, so that 
not a particle of scandal was ever so much as hinted at, 

Under these circumstances those who do not know the 
nature of professional international philanthropists would 
suppose that these apostles of international peace would 
have been overjoyed with what we had done. As a matter 
of fact, when they took any notice of it at all it was to de 
nounce it; and those American newspapers which ere fond- 
est of proclaiming themselves the foes of war and the 
friends of peace violently attacked me for averting war 
from, and bringing peace to, the island. They insisted I 
had no power to make the agreement, and demanded the 
rejection of the treaty which was to perpetuate the agree 
ment. They were, of course, wholly unable to advance a 
single sound reason of any kind for their attitude. 

The constitution did not explicitly give me power to 
bring about the necessary agreement with Santo Domingo. 
But the constitution aid not forbit my doing what I did. 
I put the agreement into effect, and I continued its execu- 
tion for two years before the senate acted; and I would 
have continued it until the end of my term, if necessary, 
without any action by congress. But it was far preferable 
that there should be action by congress, so that we might 
be proceeding under a treaty which was the law of the 
land and not merely by a direction of the chief executive 
which would lapse when that particular executive left of- 
fice. I therefore did my best to get the senate to ratify 


what I had done. 
States to protect delinquent American nations from 
punishment for the nonperformance of their duties 
unless she undertakes to make them perform their duties, 
People may theorize about this as much as they wish, But 
whenever a sufficiently strong outside nation becomes 
sufficiently aggrieved, then either that nation will act or 
the United States government itself will have to act. 
We were face to face at one period of my administration 
with this condition of affairs in Venezucia, when Germany, 
rather feebly backed by England, undertook a blockade 
against Venezuela to make Venezuela adopt the German 
and English view about certain agreements. There was 
real danger that the blockade would finally result in Ger 
many’s taking possession of certain cities or custom 
houses. I succeeded, however, tn getting all the parties 
in interest to submit their cases to The Hague tribunal,

T was 9 o’clock on one of those soft gray days in France 
which remind us so of April at home that I went to the 
hospital with the purpose of going out with some of our 

boys on the journey to their last resting place. I climbed 
up on the seat of a big horse drawn ambulance with the 
American soldier driver and ea chaplain from a camp four. 
teen miles away who had come to attend the burial of one 
of his men who had died suddenly of heart failure. Our 
load that morning was a very precious one—the bodies of 
five of our boya—boys whom I had watched as they slowly 
passed out with the future. 

We went out through the great gates of the old priests’ 
school at Le Mans, now used for camp hospital No. 52. 
Along the high stone wal] and through the narrow winding 
streets we passed the great old cathedral with its tiny 
ancient tower; its great tower, its Druid stone and wonder- 
ful glass, on down through the “ Tunnel "—a covered stone 
road descending to the river, bullt in 1261. We passed the 
old Roman brick tower at the right, and on across the 
river, leaving the ruined stone arches and porticoes of the 
Romans to guard the river bank at our left. Then we fol 
lowed the river as far as the dam, where, turning to our 
left, we passed along the streets and out into the open 
country where once, the first time I went to the country, 
I saw @ wonderful simultaneous sunset and moonrise. 
Looking back across the river, I saw the great cathedral 
rising impressively from the heights, and not far from it 
the long Dduildings of the hospital cut the sky line, far 
above us. 

OON we came to a few clustered houses and stores, 
and then to the gates of the cemetery, the Grand 
Cimetiere of Le Mans. There we were mé& by an army 
band, the chaplain, soldier pallbearers, and the firing squad. 


horse drawn, soldier ridden gun carriage every man came 
to salute. The guns of the firing squad were held at salute 
also, and eo the flag draped coffin on its gun carriage passed 
through the gates behind the band and the chaplain, who 
walked. Then the others followed, with soldiers marching 
on either aide.

As the first coffin was lifted from the ambulance to the 


wreaths and little shrines, on to the soldier section. Itis @ 
beautiful spot, that soldier section. As we stood there by 
our open graves, to the left and in front were many 
American graves, each marked by a large white wvoden 
cross with the name and date and regiment. Over them 
was a tall fag pole, from which an American flag hung at 
half mast. To our right was the French section with its 
standard, and to our left the British colors flew. Behind us 
was the Belgian flag, and on a little way I enw headstones 
of the Chinese graves, and then back farther there were 
the crescent marked graves of the Turk and a row of short 
crosses where the German men were buried. There is some 
thing wonderfully sweet to me about that cemetery; it 
seems as though the True Peace rested there. The French 
people, in all their fine thoughtfulness, keep flowers—great 
wreaths of thern—at the base of our Amerioan standard, 
They also plant tiny flowers on the German graves . 

B stood beside the open graves, and as each coffin 

was lifted and carried to the waiting grave the 

band played. The Americans stood at salute and 
the French people back of the row of evergreéns uncov- 
ered or crossed themselves; and then, as the chaplain 
stood close, the flag draped coffin was lowered. There 
was @ pause when all was quiet, and then another boy 
was carried to us; again the band played, again the chap- 
lain stepped close, and another boy had gone to his last 
bodily resting place. When all five had been lowered the . 
chaplain read the burial service: 

“I am the resurrection and the life. He that believed on 
me shall never dle. Inasmuch as it hath pleased 
Almighty God to take from this earth the souls of our de 
ceased comrades, we commit their bodies to the ground, 
earth to earth, dust to dust, ashes to ashes, in the hope of 
the resurrection from the dead, in Christ Jesus our Lert.” 
As he said this iast, he eprinkled a little dirt with each 
grave. | 

The firing squad stepped to the end of the row of gravea,. 
and, one, two, three, tho triple military salute rang eut 
followed by the beautiful taps, written, go we are told,' 
to bring cheer and peace to a group of tired American 
soldier boys many years ago.

They are open to the one who has 
finished eighth grade, perhaps high 
Schools, and who, after working a 
few years, has come to desire a spe- 
— training along some particular 

They are possible to the boy or girl 
who is graduating from 
or from high school this June .and 
who feels that he or she must start 
working for a while at least before 
continuing a further education along 
some special line. 


There is probably no line in which 
boys and men are more interested 
than in the different branches of tech- 
nology—mechanica] engineering, whichk. 
prepares a boy for a successful pro- 
fessional career: electrical engineering, 
which is commercial as well as techni- 
cal; civil engineering, chemical engi- 
neering, and all the many different 
branches of architecture. 

It possible for the boy who is 
graduating from high school this year 
or for the man who has been out of 
school for some years working, to re- 
ceive an education in ‘any of these 
technica? subjects quite outside of 
working hours. 

Then there are all the professions 
which ore onen to men and women in 


the night schoo!s—law, medicine, dent- 
istry: Many of the best luwyers and 
doctors are those who were forced to 
receive much of their education if not 
all through the medium of the night 
school. 

Just now the opportunities in civil 
service are especially numerous and 
desirable. Examinations for the differ- 
ent departments are held both in the 
fall and the spring, or whenever the 
government needs re. At pres- 
ent the isthmian can service is in 
need of clerks, with entrance salaries 
from $1,200 to $1,500 a year. 

For nearly all the positions the age 
limits are 18 to 55 years. To the one 
who is working in some position he or 
she is not satisfied with the civil serv- 
ice presents advantages distinct from 
those of any private employment. And 
it is possible to prepare for these ex- 
aminations at night here in Chicago in 
many of the different schools. The 
boy or girl wishing to enter civil serv- 
ice in this way does not need to give 
up one position until he or she has se- 
cured another. 

In business the chances for self-im- 
provement for the boy and girl, even 
though he or she must start working 
immediately on leaving the grades or 
the high school, are just as good.
